In Florida the commosse „riparian 
rights are five; namely: iygress, egress, 
bathe, boat, fish. The first two of 
these rights inhere in thé upland own- 
ér; the last three he enjoys in common 
with the general public. The state 
owns the bottom of Lake Okecchobe: | 
all within the ordinary high water line 
or circumference of the great watery| 
circloid. The only exception to thi 
state ownership is the land of which 
"the state has specifically divested it 
self of title within that ^circumferenc 
The State of Florida is not willing t 
recognize that kind of a riparian right 
which would give to every lake-shore 
owner a hypothetical ownership of lake 
bottom land, wedge-shaped and extend- 
ing Aifteerw miles out to the middle oi 
the lake. "The attorney general de- 
clares that, while such a riparian right
